' Steinmeyer said he met Miss Wilson 
| im the hotel lobby in October, 1911, and 
that after talking together in one of the 
| parlors, she asked him to call again. In 
speaking of subsequent visits, he said: 
“We were always together—we were 
. engaged.” 

- In December, he testified, he went to 
' the rooms of Mrs. Leathe to visit Migs 
Wilson, but was told she was not in. He 
| testified that he told Mrs. Leathe he 
would call again some later day, and 
that she said: “All right.” . 

Steinmeyer said he then started back 
' to the lobby, not wishing to disturb Mrs. 
’ Leathe or her daughter at luncheon. 
On the staira, he said, he was met by a 
house detective, who asked if he was 
a guest at the hotel. 

“IT told him I was visiting Miss Wil- 
son,” Steinmeyer stated, “but he said 
_ there was no one in the hotel by that 
' name, and that he would take me to 
' Mrs. Leathe’s rooms. We were met at 
| the door by William I. Edwards, Mra. 
' Leathe’s financial agent, who told the 
, detective I had no business there.”’ 

No One Answered Knocks. 
' On Bec. 20, he testified, he was 
' waiting in the hotel lobby expecting 

Miss Wilson to pass on her way to 
' lunch. He said he decided to go up 
| to the Leathe rooms, but after knock- 
- ing at the door, received no response, 
although he could hear voices inside. 
Steinmeyer testified that while he 
waited there a servant brought 
luncheon to the door. 

Says He Was Aumiliated. 

Steinmeyer said Edwards told the de 
tectives to arrest him, whereupon he 
was escorted to the office of Manager 
Walker of the hotel. Steinmeyer said 
they refused to let him telephone 
friends, saying, ““That can be done on 
the other end.’’ 

The witness told of being taken to 
| jail in a patrol wagon. He said a large 
crowd saw him humiliated to such an 
extent that he “wanted to die” He 
said he was locked up with two other 
prisoners until midnight, when he got in 
touch with friends and arranged for 
bond with the help of a newspaper re-

Comptroller Says $12,000,000 
Additional Assessment Is Not 
Sufficient for Expenses. 


RATE NOW IS $1.43 


Banks Have a $3,700,000 Re- 
duction and Probably Would 
Fight Increase. 


Comptroller James Y. Player, Mon- 
day, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that, notwithstanding the estimate: 


increase of $12,000,000 in assessments 
in St. Louis this year, the tax rate 
will have to be increased 8 cents, 
making it $1.51 for municipal pur- 
poses, instead of $1.43, to care for 
necessary municipal expenditures. 

Player said that during the last year 
the city has been compelled/ to forego 
expenditures which should have been 
made because of a lack of funds. An 
attempt to increase the tax rate three 
cents a year ago failed in the Muni- 
cipal Assembly. The Assembly fixes 
the rate. 

At the Assessor's office, it is estimat- 
ed that the personal assessment this 
year will be $94,000,000, and the freal 
estate assessment $483,000,000, a total of 
$577,000,000. This will be increased by 
the State Board of Equalization’s as- 
assessment of the United Railways, 
street railways, telephone and tele- 
graph companies and railroad bridges. 
Player thinks this will be about $36,000, . 
000, making a tota! assessment of $13,- 
000,000. 

It is.expectéd there will be a reduction 


as they were permitted to reduce that 
amount for stock in domestic corpora- 
tions held by them. The State Board 
has ruled that the banks must be as- 
sessed not less than §& per cent on their 
capital, surplus and undivided profits. 
If the city should attempt to make 
up for the reduced assessment by in- 
creasing the rate of assessment above

hall the banks will protest on the 
ground of inequality, as banks in other 
parts of the ‘State are. assessed only

The law provides that the bears should 
be the white or grizzly bear of Mis- 
souri.

The bears which appear on 
the State coat or arms are cinnainon 
bears, he declares. 


The law also provides for 24 stars 
as Missouri was the twenty-fourth 
state. The coat of arms in use has 
only 23 stars. 

In 1999, through the efforts of 
Judge Reynolds, a new coat of arms 
was designed for the Court of Ap- 
peals. It meets Judge Reynolds’ inter- 
nretation of the law. It has been 
hanging over the bench in the court- 
room since that time.

The first word received by Warden 
Clancy from the gunmen yesterday was 
a request for newspapers. Copies of all 
the New York morning papers were 
sent to them, and they eagerly read 
the stories of their aprfroaching exe- 
cution. Each man was given one news- 
paper at 4 time and &s he found a pas- 
tage that particularly interested him 
he read it alotid to his fellow gunmen, 
while the 13 other condemned occu- 
pants of the building craned forward 
to get the latest word. 


Shortly. after 9 o’clock Dago 
Frank’s mother, Ars, Mary Ciroficl, 
and his sister, Miss Mary, reached 
Ossining. They were the first rela- 
tives to arrive for a final farewell. 
They prayed in the death house while 
Father Cashin administered holy 
communion to the son and’ brother. 
The two women are Episcopalians. 

Shortly after the departure of the 

two women Mrs. Lillian Rosenberg 
and Mre. Lillian Horowitz arrived 
from New York. The wives of the 
two doomed men walked to the prison. 
A few minutes after the two women 
had ascended the lung flight of steps 
leading to the barred Inner door of 
the prison, John Ciroficl, a. brother 
of “Dago” Frank, arrived with his 
wife, who was clad in deep mourning. 
Paul Cirofici, another brether, ac- 
companied him. Morris and Joseph 
Seidenshner, brother of “Whitey 
Lewis,” *whose real name is Jacob 
Seidenshner, came next. They were 
admitted to the death house together. 
Morris Seidenshner’s description of 
what oceurred inside was affecting. Botn 
the young wives broke down and beat 
their hands against the bars. Through 
it all the gunmen offered such comfo:t 
as they could. 
‘Now, that's all right,”’ Lefty told his 
wife.

Women Emerge Screaming. 
When the party emerged, Mrs. Rosen- 
berg clung to the arm of Morris 
Seidenshner, while Paul Cirofici sup- 
ported Mrs. Horowitz.

The most affecting incident of the 
day occurred in the Death House short- 
ly after lunch. Father Cashin, who had 
left the men a short time before, drove 
ip with two dark-clad nuns, members 
of a Franciscan order in New York. 
They had taught Dago Frank the little 
he ever learned of elementary schooling, 
aud on Saturday Frank had begged that 
he be permitted to bid them farewell. 
The two nuns, Warden Clancy, Keeper 
McInerny and Father Cashin went to 
the Death House. Chairs were placed 
before Cirofici’s cell for the nuns, after 
they had greeted him. Dago Frank im- 
mediately began a long, impassioned 
protest that°he was innocent, that he 
had been “framed up’ and the like. 
Warden Clancy bore with him a phon- 
ograph and a package of records he had 
procured from New York. The records 
included all the favorite songs of the 
four murderers which they had bhégged 
to hear once more. The last one played, 
a solo entitled ‘Whispering Hope,” re- 
duced the entire party ,to tears, 


Condemned Men Pray With Nuns. 
Then Father Cashin knelt on the stone 


floor and began to pray. The two Sis- 
ters, Warden, keeper and all but one of 
the murderers dropped to their knees. 
All but the three Jewish gunmen con- 
fined in the death house did likewise, 
among them Father Hans Schmidt, Jung 
Hing and two other Chinese. 

Rabbi Goldstein, prison chaplain, vis- 
ited the quartet as soor ag the nuns 
had departed. The Rabi. carried with 
him a message from the jewish Dgily, 
published on the East Si.je, requesting 
the three Jews to send so’ne message to 
the boys of that quarir before they 
died. 

The Rabb! stayed more than an hour. 
When he left he said: “‘The boys are 
bearing up. Of course, they are not 
happy, but they are remarkably cheer- 
ful and I think they will not break 
down. I expect them to goto the chair 
bravely. Two of them responded to the 
request for @ final message to their 
comrades: Here is what Jacob Seiden- 
shner dictated to me. 
“There are many boys on the East 
Side who are well brought up and have 
g00d parents, but who do not look for 
the company they get into. Bad com- 
pany is the cause of their fall. They 
get bad records, and then, no matter 
whether they are gulity or not, they 
will be framed up. Keep awey from 
bad company is the best message that 1 
can send them. 

“Gyp the Bleod’n” Message. 
“Gyp the Blood” pendered a long time 
over his last message to his former com- 
rades, then dictated this: “Accept my 
statement that a fellow who earns $¢ 
a week honestly is better off than he 
who gets a thousand a week if h:> 
doesn’t get it straight. I had the best 
father and mether a boy ever had, but 
I was not a good son to them.

TORREON, Mexico, April 11 (via El 
paso, Tex., April 13.)—Heavy fighting 
was in progress at San Pedro yesterday, 
Federals having retaken it the two days 


previously. It is reported also that a 
Federal force of 3000 men, believing this 
city to be lightly garrisoned, is on its 
way to recapture the place. A sur- 
prise awaits them for, when Gen. Villa 
sent pursuers after Gen. Velasco, he left 
5000 men here. 

San Pedro was retaken by Gen. Ar- 
gumedo and Gen. Emilio P. Campo. 
When Villa's troops drove the Federal 
commander, De Moure, out of the town, 
he left’ it with a small garrison, the 
remainder of the troops taking up the 
pursuit. 

Campo and Argumedo are believed to 
have thought De Moure still in posses- 
sion, for they approached unsuspecting- 
ly, and were met with a withering fire. 
They soon discovered the inferior num- 
pers of the defenders and took it. 

Villa, with several train loads of re- 
inforcements under his personal com- 
mand, attacked the town yesterday and 
a fierce battle ensued. A trainload of 
rebel wounded and 365 Federal prison- 
ers arrived today.

INWUNCTION DENIED 
IN BUILDING RULES 
CASE IN PARKVIEW 


Judge Holds That S. P. Barron 
Himself Has Violated* Restric- 
tions on Own Propetty.. 


TERRACES ABOVE LINE 


Court Finds Restrictions Imprac- 
ticable and Most Property 
Owners Violating Them. 


Circuit Judge McElhinney in Clayton 


Monday decided that Sterling P. Barron 
of 6321 Berlin avenue, Parkview, general 
manager of the American Asphalt Asso- 
clation, was not entitled to an injunc- 
tion to restrain a construction company 
from violating the buflding restrictions 
of Parkview. The Judge held that Bar- 
ron was a violator of the restrictions on 
his own property. 

Barron, on Dec. 16 last, filed an in- 
junction suit against the George F. 
Bergfeld Investment and Construction 
Co., alleging that it was violating re- 
strictions providing that no terrace 
should be more than two feet higher 
than the sidewalk. Barron said the con- 
struction company, in erécting a house 
on the lot next to him on the east, had 
made its terrace more than three feet 
higher, and that water from the lot ran 
into his basement. 

Judge McElhinney took, the case under 
advisement. Last Wednesday: Barron 
erected on his lot a large sign, reading, 
“Owing to violation of building restric- 
tions in Parkview, this property is fot 
sale.*’ 

In a memorandum Judge McElhinney 
said that the construction had violated 
the building restrictions, but that thoy 
were too impracticable, and that from 
70 to 80 per cent of the property owners 
in Parkview had by common consent 
violated them. 

He said that property on the north 
side of Berlin avenue slopes to the stre:t 
and that it is necessary for owners to 
raise the front of their lots. He pointed 
out that Barron’s terrace is 2.76 inches 
higher than the _ restrictions permit, 
and that Barron informed the construc- 


proper drain he would not object to the 
violation. This, the Court said, indi- 
cated that Barron was not seeking to 
enforce restrictions, but to compel the 
construction company to protect him. 


GETS DIVORCE, WEDS, IT 
IS. SET ASIDE: NEW TRIAL 


Mrs. Myrtle Beatley Schertz Ob- 
tains New Court Action to 
Untangle Her Case. 


A new trial was granted Monday by 
Circuit Judge Wurdeman at Clayton 
in the divorce case of Mrs. Myrtle 
Beatley Schertz against Lew S. Beat- 
ley, in which a decree was granted to 
the woman, Sept. 25, 1912, but set aside 
March 19, 1914, after she had been mar- 
ried to J. E. Schertz, which left her with 
one husband too many. 

The new trial is for the purpose of 
giving the Judge an opportunity to set 
aside his action in setting aside the de- 
cree, if the circumstances are found 
to justify. He intimated that this 
would probably be done. 

Mrs.®° Beatley was married to Schertz, 
Sept. 9, 1913, almost a year after she ob- 
tained her divorce. Beatley, in Decem- 
ber, 1915, took steps to have the divorc< 
decree set aside. He alleged that it had 
been fraudulently obtained. Mrs. Beat- 
ley had sued in St. Louis and Beatley 
had filed an answer. The case was set 
four times and he was there each time 
to contest it. Then it was dismissed 
and filed in St. Louis County. 

Judge Wurdeman granted the new, 
trial on the ground that his verdict in 
setting aside the divorce was probably 
acainat the weight of the evidence. He 
explainea that he kad probably made 
a mistake in deciding the case at once 
instead cf taking it under advisement 
He said the woman had shown goo. 
faith by waiting a year before marry 
ing again, and he criticised the dela 
cf Beatley in: moving to have the 4 
vorce set aside.

UPPER MINERS 
CALL OFF STRIKE 


Declare Companies Have 
Granted. $3 Wage Demand 
and 8-Hour Day. 


HANCOCK, Mich., April 13.—The cop- 
per mine workers, who have been on 
strike since July 2, voted, yesterday, to 
return to work, according to an an- 
nouncement made today by Charles E. 
FHietela, district secretary of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners. 

The figures will not be given out un- 
til after a meeting of the district board 
this afternoon. 

It is reported unofficially that the 
majority in favor of calling off the 
strike was 1012. The unofficial vote from 
four of the five locals in the district 
was: Ahmeek, 600 for returning to work, 
17 against; Calumet, 291 for, 382 against: 
Hancock, 491 
Range, 485 for, #0 against. 

Recognition of the union, denied by 
the mining e~apanies, is waived by the 
strikers in voting to return to work. 
They claim that virtually all .of their 
other demands have been complied with 
These demands included better working 
conditions, an eight-hour day and a 
minimum daily wage of $3. 

From the outset the operators have 
declared they never would recognize the 
Western Federation of Miners, although 
they have maintained they do not ques- 
tion the right of their employes to or- 
ganize. Several thousand men have 
been imported to fill the strikers’ places 
and the companies will be hard pressed 
to find work for the returning strikers. 

When the strike began the union de- 
clared that approximately 13,000 men 
were out. Since then many of these 
have returned to work and others have 
moved away. The latest estimate of 
the number on strike, made by Secre- 
dary Hietcla, is 6000. The mining com- 
pany estimates are smaller. 

The strike has been attended by con- 
siderable violence and there has been 
some loss of life. The National Guard 
was ordered out at one time. 

Secretary Hietela said the strike had 
cost the union more thin _ $1,000,000. 
Strikers who cannot get work and their 
families will be cared for by the Feder- 
ation, it was announced. Those who 


| want to go elsewhere will be provided 


with funds. 

Mining company officials said today 
that no strikers would be taken back 
until they had renounced their mem- 
bership in the Western Federation.

DEFEATING JUSTICE BY DELAY. 
The United Railways’ appeal from the Circuit 
Court judgment of $3025 given Ada McKenzie 
in a damage suit was not ready for trial when 
it was called in the St. Louis Court of Appeals 
on April 9, Although the jury had rendered its 
verdict in the case on Feb. 20, 1912, the United 
Railways had not filed its brief within the time 
limit. 

Presiding Judge Reynolds ordered the appeal 
dismissed. While the dissent of his two col- 
leagues on the bench caused his order of dismis- 
sal to be set aside later, the penalty was a jugt 
one and should have been enforced by the court. 

For when the very next case was called, a 
similar state of affairs was disclosed. In this, 
too, there had been a failure to file the brief 
-4us specified under the practice of the court. How 
typical these lapses were of United Railways 
methods was shown later at the same sitting 
of the court when, on the call of two more of its 
appeals, it was found that neither brief nor ab- 
stract had been filed. Judicial patience being 
by this time exhausted, both of these cases were 
stricken from the docket. 

To resort to delay when other ways of resist- 
ing its legal obligations have been exhausted is 
a recognized part of the United Railways system. 
Having the resources. for indefinite appeals, it 
flouts the judgment of any single court, as did 
its principal attorney on a recent date in discus: 
sing the transfer decision. It not only avails 
itself to the uttermost of the too generous time 
allowance permitted by law or custom at each 
stage of litigation, but holds back its own plead- 
ings and provides other pretexts to increase the 
delay. 

Its tactics deserve denunciations even more 


|ecaustic than ‘Judge Reynolds pronounced. It 


wears out plaintiffs of small means. It denies 
members of the public. rights and privileges 
which have been judicially determined to be their 
due. It estops the city from punishing its tax- 
dodging.

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FERGUSON’S BAD NIGHT. 
Wide-spread public sympathy answers the dis- 


, tress of our little sister city Ferguson, whose ter- 


rific and nerve-wracking experience of Saturday 
night will never be forgotten but echo piercingly 
down the corridors of time. In all the annals of 
innocent communities no such shocks are re- 
corded as that which blew Ferguson out of bed, 


‘Iwhen a valve on the engine of west-bound 


Wabash train No. 7 broke and caused the-whistle 
to blow continuously for 50 minutes. 

Graphic details convey an idea of the rudeness 
of the awakening and the harrowing nature of 
those 50 minutes: 

Telephone bells rang, the Fire Department 
turned out and there was a general exodus 
from homes for a mile around, everyone eager 
to find the cause of the nolise. 

The noise started when the train was pull- 
ing into the Ferguson yards, and did not 
stop until the steam in the engine was re- 
duced from 2560 to 40 pounds. 

With the steam so low the valve wag re- 

paired, after which the train departed for 
Kansas City, more than an hour late. 
No pen of a Gray ever wrote such an elegy. 
Yet our poetic reflection is pierced by a practical 
suggestion: As a means of awakening slumber- 
ing civic virtue some other towns ought-to ar- 
range for the whistle to stop over and give a 
similar performance. 
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DEMOCRATS DRUGGED. 
Democrats who favor an indirect ship subsidy 
at Panama will have difficulty in answering the 
statement from Mr. Bryan which appears today. 
No attempt is made by the Secretary of State 
to explain how the plank favoring free tolls for 
the coastwise shipping monopoly came to be in 
the Baltimore platform, of which he was one of 
the authors, but better than anybody else has 
done, he shows why it ought not to be there, and 
why it should be discarded.

: the little, which to Democratic subsidies have be- 


come the profane and the sacred. He might have 
gone further and characterized them as the true 
and the false. It is only in the new, the little 
and false plank that Democrats who are opposing 
the President find anything sacred. It is only 
the old, the big and the true Democratic plank 
that they regard as profane. 

Yet, as the Secretary points out, the little new 
and spurious plank contains the opiate which has 
dulled the sensibilities of many Democrats and 
the secret of its power is to be found in the fact 
that in the drug is a word which no man dare 
utter at a Democratic convention save in con- 
demnation. That word is “subsidy.” 

There are members of Mr. Bryan's party on 
whom these blistering expressions will have no 
effect. They are “upholding the national honor” 
by violating treaties. They are ‘standing boldly 
upon a Democratic plank” that they know is 
wormed through and through by privilege and 
monopoly. In the face of the Secretary’s merci- 
less exposure, how long will they be able to 
maintain the pretense? 
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A case of wife-beating due to the fact that 
Mrs. L. Gibbs exercised her right of suffrage has 
developed in the courts on the Illinois side of the 
river. The charge should not be assault, but the 
more serious — of coercive interference with 
a voter.

A fellow who honestly earns $6 
a week is better off than he who gets $1000 
a week if he does not get it straight. 

We were supposed to have as many friends 
as any fellow that was on the East Side, but 
when it came to a showdown it was only the 
“shool” (synagogue) that stood by us, out- 
side of our parents. Stick to the “shool” and 
to your parents. If I had life to live over 
again, I would surely follow this advice. 

This warning is as old as man—it is the wis- 
dom of the ages—but it has special force from 
young men who discovered its truth when it was 
too late to profit by it to young men who yet 
have time and opportunity. 
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ORGANIZED LABOR IN MISSOURI. 

The State Labor Department finds that the 
members of union organizations in Missouri 
numbered 91,898 at the end of 1913, of which 3926 
were women. The total a year before was 79,614. 
Union men and women in St. Louis number 
44,947. 

These figures convey an idea of the importance 

of organized labor. That their ranks are being 
recruited at the rate of 12,084 a year, or more 
than 15 per cent, will have its surprise for many 
Missourians. They are an important factor in 
the formation of the public sentiment of the 
State. The changed attitude of the average 
citizen, with respect to convict labor, length of 
the working day and other labor reforms, shows 
the effectiveness with which their campaigns for 
the instruction of the public are conducted. The 
proportion of union voters to total votes would 
have enabled them to overcome every State ma- 
jority cast for many years past except in “1912, 
when abnormal conditions prevailed. 
With increase of union strength comes increase 
in union responsibilities. These are times of 
strange doctrine in the labor world, of openly 
advocated violence, of sabotage, of lawless I. W. 
W. agitation. The public is prepared to place 
such an appraisal as it has never placed before 
on the conservative forces of the organized 
labor we have known in the past. Union labor 
should be equal to its great opportunity. 


THE PROHIBITION 1] HERRING. 
Disclaiming responsibility for Secretary Dan- 
iel’s order concerning intoxicants on shipboard 
and at naval stations, President Wilson refused 
to be interviewed, but intimated that he stood 
on his letter written in 1911 while Governor of 
New Jersey to the Rev. Thomas B. Shannon of 
Newark, N. J. The letter is so pertinent and 
true with regard to the injection of the prohibt- 
tion issue into politics that it will bear repeti- 
tion many times: 

Iam in favor of local option. I am a thor- 
ough believer in local self-government and 
believe that every self-governing community 
which constitutes a social anit should have 
the right to control the matter of the regula- 
tion or the withholding of licenses. 

But the questions involved are social and 
moral, and are not susceptible of being made 
parts of every party program. Whenever they 
have been made the subject matter of party 
contests, they have cut the lines of party or- 
ganization and party action athwart,to the ut- 
ter confusion of political action in every other 
field. They have thrown every other question 
however important into the background, and 
have made constructive party action impossi- 
ble for long years together. 


In states where prohibition rages and the in- 
tolerants make it a continual issue in elections 
economic and administrative issues are wholly 
obscured. 

Voters are not permitted to consider the qual- 
ifications of candidates for office—their honesty 
and competence—but are forced to consider their 
views on prohibition alone. 

Party platforms have but one plank—prohibi- 
tion or antiprohibition. 

Political questions are thrust in the back- 
ground. 

Under such conditions unlimited opportunities 
are offered special interests seeking advantage, 
machine bosses, spoils politicians and a horde 
of rascals and incompetents to deceive and trick 
the people. The demagogue and the corruption- 
ist thrive. Voters are blinded to the true func- 
tions of government and the vital policies which 
affect the public welfare. 

How long will the people suffer themselves 
to be misled by the herring across the trail?

That course in 
horseshoeing just established at Cornell 
University’ is worthy of serious consid- 
eration for at least two reasons The 
first Is that a man with a scientific 
knowledge of the hoof and paster joints 
of a horse. and practical experience in 
so fashioning a shoe as to increase the 
comfort and efficiency of the animal is 
bound to be a better workman, and 
therefore a better friend to both horse 
and owner than the man who is devoid 
of either knowledge or skill. Another 
reason is that men can go right into the 
shops, get this instruction without any 
side issues and be back at their forges 
within a few weeks. It is quite a depar- 
ture from the conventional college idea 
that a man who wishes to learn a trade 
or profession must spend several years 
on courses which have no more to do 
with the work he expects to do than a 
cold potato has with the east wind. The 
time-honored but moss-covered sign, 
‘Two years of academic and four years 
of laboratory, for ambitious boys who 
wish to become engineers, artisans, 
dentists or journalists has bluffed tens 
of thousands of bright fellows out of 
the game because they had neither the 
time nor the money for such a pilgrim- 
age down the pathways of knowledge. 
It ig all right to.insist on academic work 
as a preliminary, of course, but the boys 
who are short on time and money and 
who are able to learn machinery, news- 
paper work, horseshoelng and other 
practical things without this preliminary 
instruction should be allowed that priv- 
flege ff they want ft. For these and 
other reasons we might mention, Bill, 
we cannot join with you in a haw-haw 
chorus about Cormnell’s short course in 
horseshoeing. We wish to thunder the 
Missour! University, or some other Mis- 
sourl school would come to the rescue 
of country publishers by establishing a 
short caurse for printers and pressmen.
